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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . The instant application is a national stage entry of PCT/EP04/035 1 7, filed April 2, 2004, 
which claims foreign priority to application no. 0307855.7 filed in the United Kingdom on April 
4, 2003. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 12, 2005 was in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 37 CFR 1 .98. The IDS document was 
considered. A signed copy of form 1449 is enclosed herewith. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1,3, 14, and 15 in the reply filed on 
October 3, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search and 
examination of Groups I-III is not unduly burdensome. This is not found persuasive because 
search burden is not a criterion for unity in a lack of unity requirement and therefore, this 
traverse does not address Examiner's arguments made for the lack of unity of invention. 

An international application should relate to only one invention or, if there is more than 
one invention, the inclusion of those inventions in one international application is only permitted 
if all inventions are so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (PCT Rule 13.1). 
With respect to a group of inventions claimed in an international application, unity of invention 
exists only when there is a technical relationship among the claimed inventions involving one or 
more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The claims herein lack unity of 
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invention under PCT rule 13.1 and 13.2. 

Therefore, Groups I-III are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
and there is a lack of unity of invention because they lack a special technical feature as the 
technical feature present fails to define a contribution over the prior art. The core technical 
feature that is being claimed is taught by the prior art. Accordingly, unity of invention is 
considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of 
invention is considered to be proper. Since unity is lacking among the inventions as instantly 
claimed, it presents a search burden to Examiner to examine all groups. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

4. As per MPEP 803.02, the Examiner will determine whether the entire scope of the claims 
is patentable. Applicants' elected species of Example 1 makes a contribution over the prior art of 
record. Therefore, according to MPEP 803.02: should the elected species appear allowable, the 
search of the Markush-type claim will be extended to determine patentability. Upon extension of 
the search, no species of formula (I) was found in the prior art; however, the entire scope of the 
claims is not patentable. 

Status of Claims 

5. Upon further consideration, Group II, drawn to a process for the production of a 
compound of formula (I) has been rejoined. Groups I and II, Claims 1-3 and 14-15 have been 
examined on their merits. Claims 4-12 have been withdrawn for being drawn to a non-elected 
invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
(First Paragraph- Written Description) 



7. Claims 1-3 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The instant claims recite the limitation, "free base or acid addition salt form" in reference 
to the instantly claimed compounds and their "free base or acid addition salt forms." Applicant 
has not described the claimed genus of "acid addition salts" in a manner that would indicate they 
were in possession of the full scope of this genus, or even to describe what this genus is 
comprised of. 

Regarding the requirement for adequate written description of chemical entities, 
Applicant's attention is directed to the MPEP §2163. In particular, Regents of the University of 
California v. Eli Lilly & Co., 119 F.3d 1559, 1568 (Fed. Cir. 1997), cert, denied, 523 U.S. 1089, 
1 18 S. Ct. 1548 (1998), holds that an adequate written description requires a precise definition, 
such as by structure, formula, chemical name, or physical properties, "not a mere wish or plain 
for obtaining the claimed chemical invention." Eli Lilly, 1 19 F.3d at 1566. The Federal Circuit 
has adopted the standard set forth in the Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") Guidelines for 
Examination of Patent Applications under the 35 U.S.C. 1 12.1 "Written Description" 
Requirement ("Guidelines"), 66 Fed. Reg. 1099 (Jan. 5, 2001), which state that the written 
description requirement can be met by "showing that an invention is complete by disclosure of 
sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics," including, inter aria, "functional 
characteristics when coupled with a known or disclosed correlation between function and 
structure..." Enzo Biochem, Inc. v. Gen-Probe Inc., 296 F.3d 316, 1324-25 (Fed. Cir. 2002) 
(quoting Guidelines, 66 Fed. Reg. at 1106 (emphasis added)). Moreover, although Eli Lilly and 
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Enzo were decided within the factual context of DNA sequences, this does not preclude 
extending the reasoning of those cases to chemical structures in general. Univ. of Rochester v. 
G.D. Searle & Co., 249 Supp. 2d 216, 225 (W.D.N.Y. 2003). 

In the instant case, the claimed "free base or acid addition salt forms" encompass any 
compound where a dibasic or tribasic acid has been neutralized to some degree. The instant 
specification discloses, "If [0020] Acid addition salts may be produced from the free bases in 
known manner, and vice-versa." Applicants describe no "free base or acid addition salt forms" in 
the instant specification. The specification contains no examples that define, or even exemplify, 
"free base or acid addition salt forms." Applicants have not described this genus in a manner that 
would allow one skilled in the art to immediately envisage the compounds contemplated for use. 
As such, the claims lack adequate written description for the claimed "free base or acid addition 
salt forms." 

Conclusion 

8. No claims are allowed.
